writes: —The charmer’s name 1s, Moussa. 
Ho drove with us from Luxor, sitting on 
the box-seat of one of the carriages: with 
fn basket in his band, which, he sufficiently 
satisfied. us, was empty: 2 little man and 
awarthy, with * bristling, untrimmed 
moustache; lean-faced, and quick of move- 
ment as perhaps you and have, te be in 
dealing with cobras ant scorpions and 
sweh. Dressed in black with a white 
turban on his head, carrying 2 longish 

cane in his 
English. following—amid the. rubbish heaps 
and piles of broken masoury and old mud 
pbrieka which Htter: the dusty plain about 
the Templo of Karnak. “Ay he walked he 
harangued the world at large, chanting, in 
a high-pitched monotone, texts, we were 
told, from, the Koran, and powerful ine 
cantations taught him by his grandfather, 
‘A great man must his grandfather has 
no” He learned all his lore from Hakim

RUSSIAN. STUDENTS IN 
STTANGHAT. 


DESIRE TO GO ABROAD TO FINISH 
' STUDIES. 


A corre-vendent writrs to the V.-C. 
Dasiy News: — 

In connection with the influx of 
Rus inn refugees into Shanghai a number 
o€ former students, both young men. and 
women, formerly enrolled in the Russian 
higher institutiong of learning,” have 
gathered within the hespitable wally of 
Shanghai. 

“Most of the young men hav been 
participants of the German war and have 
fought on the German ‘vr Turkish border. 
Tho civil war drove them castwar:t until, 
after many trials dnd sufferings, they 
reiiched the Far East. None of them has 
been able to complete the education com- 


menced in Russian universities and higher 
technical schools. There are studenty from 
Petrograd, Moscow, Kharkoff, Kazan, 
Saratoff, Tomsk, Vladivostock, and young 
women who have been following higher 
literary and medical couraeg in various 


“Poities of Ruesia. , 


One thought is common to all of them: 
they are anxious to complete their educa- 
tion in some foreign institution of learn- 
ing, xo that, when the time comea and they 
are enabled to return to their homeland, 
they may go there mentally 'and morally 
equipped to take up. the burden of re- 
building their beloved country, together 
with their compatriots, 

A few of them are desirous to go tu 
Hongkong and. enroll in the Hongkong 
University, mainly’ in its médica} and 
engineering departments, “The majority. 
however, aire endeavouring to cross the 
ocenn and work their way through some 
of the higher institutions of America. 
Over 400 students of Russian universities 
have already gone to tho States and are 
making a fine record there: these young 
people have gons there from Harbin.and 
Mladivostock and many: of them are now 
students of .the State’ Universities of 
California and Washington. 


In February, 1923, a Union of Russian 
Students was organized in Shanghai, 
whcese'aim it js to assist students desirous 
of going abroad for the purpose of com- 
pleting their studieg in helping them to 
secure work, roview. thoir studies, .espc- 
cially mathematics, study English, and 
secure the possibility to go abroad. Their 
aims havo nothing in ¢ommon ‘with

THE-BEVERAGE WITH A HISTORY ° 
OF PERSECUTION. 

All About Coffec ix the, title of a book 
by William H. Ukers, which the Ooserver

J€ Mr. Ukers bas not got in ‘‘all,” the 
fault, we are sure, is not bis, for to fill 
bis massive and handsomd eight bundred: 
pages he has ransacked tho ages und 
spuilcd the climes. The -most intriguing, 
thing about coffee is the uneven distriba- 
tion of taste. America drinks coffee while 
England drinks. tea, and Mr. Ukers has 
Lo explination to offer, apparcatly, -be- 

ond tho invidious nssociations which the 
Totter commodity acquired in Boston har- 
bour # centary and a half ago. That diet 
should necept the dictation of politics in this 
way might appear strunge, upless we ro- 
membered the: intense conservatism of 
ordinary people in all that concerns food, 
Lt is certainly remarkable that Canada, ahar- 
ing so many Aserican conditions, r-mains 
faithful to-tea, like the other British 
Dominions, with the excoption: of South 
Africa, whero Dutel traditions favour the | 
coffee-pot, It seems to bea matter in which 
national habit does: “fallow tho flag.” 

Americans drank: airis pounds of coffed 
annually per head before the war, and 
now either Prohibition or prosperity has 
sunt it up to twelve, while there is less 
tea drunk than fifty yeura ogo. Curiously 
enough, - although we haye had neither 
Prohibition nor prosperity in this country, 
our tea figures.show a “very simikir ins 

rovement from ‘tho date vf peace, which 
13 perhaps to be credited ‘to tho price of 
becr. Great Britain is a tea-drinking oasis 
in Western Murope. ffee secins to re- 
main one of our social boundary-lines, for 
its gross.consumption makes no headway. 
“Why,” said Thackeray, ‘*do they always 
put mad into coffee aboard steamers?” | St 
1s a question which democratic “coffeo” 
continues to provoke upon dry lund. . 
« The bet coffee known to the reviewer is 
that of the. Norwegians, who do not grind 
but merely crush the berries, and bring the 
brew to the boil repeatedly with additions 
of cold water. Mr. Ukers regominends a 
certain courseness of grind, and the pour- 
ing of boiling water on the coffce contined 
in a cloth bag. Peet “ 

The beverage has a xingaolar history of 
persecation. As a stimulus to social inter- 
courso, it ropeatedly awakened’ the 
suspicion of un Governments. The-use 
of cofies nnd cofiee-houses ‘has. been pro- 
scribed ot different times both in Mecca 
and Stamboul; it .was vainly attacked in 
Venice by the Council of Ten; and Charles 
If. forbade the consumption of coffes,- 
chocolate, sherbet, or tea ‘on the premises” 
in an edict which had to be revoked after 
ten days. The London‘ coffee-houso had 
already’ .become the “penny univorsity,” 
and the intellectual associations of the berry 
Have remained illustry Mir. Ukers has 
brought together the best that has been 
written and said of-it. It was Talleyrand 
who summed up the ideal cup of coffee os 
“noir comme Jo diable, chaud comme Vonfer 
pur comme un ange, doux comme l'amour.”
